I lud began to wonder all season if I was going to see 
any decent weather for duck hunting and I have to 
admit it was beginning to took very doubtful. 

On New Years Eve 1 <tecided that I would gef my gev 
ready to go, so I could depart on New Years day for the 
Eastern Shore and take pot hick on the weather. And as 
you probably already know, the Winter of 1980 came in 
with duck hunting in nund. 

liMdedforDiKk 

T\iesday evening (New Years Day) I departed 
Chesapeake around 5:30 p.m. in the company of Blazer, 
my five year old Chesapeake Bay retreiver. We had my 
duck boat in tow and it was loaded to the gunneU with 
duck and goose dcMyt. 

We were headed for Pocomoke. Md. where I would 
spend the night with BiU Borum. my hunting 
companion for the week. 

On Wednesday mombig the wind was out <rf the 
north at 20-23 mph so BiU and I had decided to hunt 
Chincoteague Island, Va. 

We arrived at the duck blind on Chincoteague Bay at 
5:45 a.m. after a wet, coW and choppy boat ride from 
the boat ramp. . 

We had to warm vtp a little before we could even 
think about putting out the duck decoys and even then 
it was a real trick in the strong nortiierly wind. 

Once the decoys were out and we were situated 
inside the blind, things were not much better. The, 
strong north wind and the i^ moon had caused higher 
than normal tides and we ibund ourself stamUng in

BiU and I had already decided that on a lone duck he 

wwdd shoot Srst and on two or mae I wouU takft the 
ones to the left and he the right. 

As the pair of drake mei^ansers set their wings to 
slow their speed Cor the landing BiU and I slowly raised 
up out of the bUnd and took aim and shot. 

Both ducks dropped between us and the decoys and 
Blazer was i^ set for the command to go but the wind 
was blowing the ducks toward the bUnd so I dedded to 

keep her dry. ^ ^ .u 

As the rooming went on the wind roaeased and the 
marsh behind the blind began to disappear below the 
unusuaUy high tide. 

It was obvious to BiU and 1 that we had seen the 
better part of this day because the high wind and tides 
would drive the duc^ into more sheltered waters.

As I told you back at the beginning of the season, BiU 
and 1 have a cabin ait in the marsh near Ommoock, Va. 
and this was to be our destination on Thursday. 

We had always had our best hick there so we figured 
we would give it a try, even though the weather was 
looking like spring was on its way.

Chrysler - An opinion

Grabbing a goodly share of headlines in the past 
several months has been the issue of the federal 
government's bailing out the Chrysler Corporation. 

Just as many American cities wondered some years, 
back about the feasibility and need for the federal 
government to rescue the city of New York, there arc 
many businesses and industries today toking a hard look 
at the government's wiUingness to assist a private profit- 
making corporation. i^..^K..»{» 

•Hie homebuilding industry is m difficulty tod, but it 
has not received the attention or publicity that Chrysler 
or Ford or the remainder of the automotive industry has 

achieved. . . 

It makes one wonder why since the economic impact 
of the housing industry is just as significant if not more 
so, than that of the automotive industry. 

Perhaps part of the answer is in how the two 
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industries are composed. While the automotive industry 
is supported by a few giants, the homebuilding industry 
is made up of thousands of small, independent 
entrepreneurs loosely linked by common interests and 

objectives. 

Beach builders 

Virginia Beach builders are a somewhat amporphous 
group. Unlike the image of the giant builder clearing, 
hundreds of acres at a time and rapidly erecting row 
upon row of houses, thfe average builder doesn't fit that 
image at all. "- v'<p .^..^fi^^wij ^^ 

F(*ty i«r<^* W^»'"8»™» ^<^^ 'biffldei's «mstruct 
fewer than 10 homes a year, while an additional 26 
percent build no more than 25 homes a year. Less than 
10 percent of the builders in this area build between 50 
and 100 units a year. 

Who are these more than 300 Beach builders? Most of 
them are between 35 and 49 years of age. Of those with 
business volumes of under a miUiqp doUars a year, a 
third have some college, but an interesting figure of 29 
percent have only a high school diploma or less. 

The homebuilding industry remains one of the few in 
which persons can still enter and be highly successful in 
without a high degree of formal education. 

The ease of entry into the profession is also 
exemplified in the fact that almost, a third of Beach 
builders have been in residential conslruction for kss 
than five years. 

However, that's balanced off at the other end of the 
spectrum by the 22 percent who've been active for more 
(See. 3000, page 8)

Wm Carter 
fire Jordan?

Jimmy Carter recently proclaimed tiiat he would 
rather lose the 1980 re-election than fire ranicing aide 
Hamilton Jordan — Jordan whose questionabiip social 
graces made national headlines, whose reputed driig use 
led' to federal investigations, whose lack of 
management, by some accounts, keeps White House 
decision-making in a tailspin. 
Why save Jordan? 

It is not the man, says Michael Medvcd. It is the role. 
By living on black coffee and Tab through 18-hour days 
Qf loyalty, Jordan has cemented himself close to Mr. 
Carter's bloodstream, Medved says. 

It is a curious intimacy born out of the loneliness of 
power — an in|imacy citizens have been paying for since 
Civil War times when Congress first appropriated pay 
for presidential staff. 

Medved calls the president-to-aide relationship 
foxhole camaraderie or male bonding, or, in the worst 
cases, perverse loyalty. 

In "The Shadow Presidents," his second book since 
"What Really Happened to the Class of '65," he 
establishes the importance of the often- neglected flgures 
closest to the President, 

The bushy-headed Medved had his first experience 
with politics when he dropped out of Yale Law School 
to campaign for a congressional candidate who lost the 
bid. As a speech writer, he realized the intimacy of the 
aide relationship. « 

"I was sleeping on the couch in my candidate's living 
room. I was in a position where I saw something I'd 
written go out over the wire services as if the politician 
had said it. I know he had never even seen it. I wondered 
if that happened at higher levels and, of course, it 
does." 

Through interviews with aides and substantial 
research, Medved, 34, looks at the men behind the 
throne, who themselves wield enormous power — and 
often affect how history regards presiential 
effectiveness. Andrew Johnson's reputation suffered by 
relying on his alcoholic son, Rutherford B. Hayes by 
hiring his close, fumbling friend, William Rogers. Mr. 
Carter, in his way, has repeated their mistakes. 

Mr. Carter'i mistake, says Medved, was choosing the 
loyalty of Jordan over aides with management 
experience and broad-based goals. 

"Jordan was there through the losses, in the 10-year 
painful, slow climb. I think Carter feels th?t Jordan is 
magic." ; . . ,' • ' ■ — 

By refusing to sever the relationship, the President is 
putting friendship ahead of the country, says Medved. 
"He did it with Bert Lance. A president must be ruthless 
in using the people around him. Jordan is of no use to 
the President. He is a tremendous liability." 

Richard Nixon, he says, made the same mistake 
choosing H.R. Haldeman for his strong, invincible 
loyalty. According to Medved, Nixon clung to 
Haldeman for emotional support, calling him three or 
four times a night for reassurance. Woodrow Wilson 
fell into tne same trap, relying on Col. Ed House. 

Their relationship was so close, Medved calls it 
"romantic." "Wilson refused to use House to help 
push through the Treaty of Versailles because he 
thought House had betrayed him. They were in the 
midst of a lovers' quarrel." 

In recent history only Presidents John F. Kennedy 
and Gerald R. Ford chose advisers with distance. 
Kennedy's hard-drinking, good-timing friend Dave 
Powers was given a powerless position, while Ted 
Sorensen, "a cold fish of a guy," became his aide.

Energy-conscious consumers in Virginia Beach will 
have a new shopping tool in 1980 to save money for 
themselves and energy resources for the nation - an 
"Energy guide"' label on a number of nugqr.home 
appliances that are offered for sale. 

Energy-conscious consumers in Chesapeake will have 
a new shopping tool in 1980 to save money for 
themselves and energy resources for the nation - "an 
"Energy guide" label on a number of major home 
appliances that are offered for sale. 

The Better Business Bureau thinks shoppers should 
learn to use this new tool with the old ones in making 
better decisions about what to buy. 

What's covered, what's not 
Energy cost and efficiency information will be 
required by the U.S. Federal Trade Commission (FTC) 
on kbeb and fiut sheets and m retail catalogs for 
several types (tf appliances: refrigerators and refrigera- 
tor-freezers, freezers, dishwashers, water heaters, 
qlcfbes washers, room air canditioners and ftimaoes. 

For each of these aniiiances. the FIC found that 
energy efficiency varies widely among all models th§t 
are offered, and that buying decisions mijlit be 
influenced if shoppers know how each model measures 
up ag^nst Us coppetitioa. 

The FTC won't require energy infoniiadbn' to^be 
provided for five types of appliances: clothes dryers, 
home heating equipment other than furnaces, television 
sets, kitchen ranges and ovens, and humidifiers and 
dehumidifiers. 

For these appliances, the Commission decided that 
the expense of testing and labeling wasn't justified, 
either because all competing models have about the 
same efficiency or because the variations don't offer big 
savings to consumers. Central air conditioners and heat 
pumps still are under study. 

The new labeling rule takei^ effect for the seven 
appliances which are manufactured on or after May 19, 
1980. Energy disclosures will be required mi^talogs 
printed or distributed after that date. The FTC adopted 
its rules under the terms of the Energy Policy and 
Conservation Act of 1 975 . 

Data on efficiency • cost ,^3 



The rules require manufacturers to offer consumers 
the following information before an appliance is sold: 

• How efficiently the appliance uses energy. If the 
frequency or extent of use doesn't depend on climate, 
this takes the form of dollars spent per year to operate 
the appliance in normal use at average costs for 
electricity, gas or oil. 

For air conditioners and furnances, whose use varies 
according to climate, the measurement is an "Energy 
Efficiency Rating." or EER. All manufacturers have to 
evaluate their products under standard tests devised by 
the U.S. Department of Energy. 

• How the appliance compares in energy efficiency 
with its competition. The lowest and the highest energy 
costs of EERs for all appliances of comparable size 
must be stated. 

• How much it will cost prospective buyers to use (he 
appliance. Operating costs must be shown in a table thai 
lists various combinations of frequency of use and costs 
of electricity, gas or oil. Prospective buyers who check 
their utility costs and know how often they plan to use 
an appliance will be able to estimate operating costs for 
competing models. 

Other tips 

None of this will change any of the other shopping 
roles that are .£9lbtwe4:.J}ir; smart appliance buyers. 
Needs should be decided in advance in order to avoid 
the temptation of expensive but unimportant extra 
features. 

Future needs are as important as current ones, 
because major appliances should last 10 years or more, 
^oppen should measure how much space is available 
for the appliance, and they should add the 
manufacturer's recomm^ded clearances to the 
dimensions of the appliance itsel f . 

Safety certifications - from the Underwriters' 
Laboratories far electrical appliances, for example - 
should be checked. Electrical circuiu in the home must 
be adequate to handle the appliance. 

Dealers should be checked for reliability, and if they 
am't provide satisfactory service ..hen repairs are 
needed a source for this should be found before buying. 
Price-shopping often is worthwhile, particularly at 
model clearance times.

Medicare coverage gets 
simple explanations

A sometimes misunderstood part of MEDICARE 
protection is Ihc "Home Health Care" coverage. 
Sometimes people are confined to their homes because 
of an illness or injury and n;ed skilled health services 
only on a part-time basis. 

Those persons who need this part-time skilled health 
care in their homes can receive "home health care" 
from a home heahh agency. A home health agency is a 
public or private organization that specializes in 
providing skilled nursing services and other health care 
services to patients in their own homes. 

Some of the Home health services covered by 
Medicare are: Part-time skilled nursing care; physical 
therapy; and speech therapy. 

If a person needs either one of the above services. 
Medicare can also pay for Occupational therapy, part- 
time services of home-health aides, Medical social 
services, Medical supplies and equipment provided by 
the agency. 

When care in your home is covered by Medicare the 
services you receive are counted in "visits.". 

For example, if you receive one home health service 
twice in the same day, or two different home health 
services on the same day, two visits would be counted. 
Hospital insurance pays 
Medicare hospital insurance can pay for home health 
care if six conditions are met. All six conditions must be 
met. 

( 1 ) you were in a qualifying hospital for at least 3 days 
in a row (the day of discharge does not count as one of 
the 3 days); (2) the home health care is for further 
treatment of a medical condition which was treated 
during a hospital slay or covered skilled nursing facility 
slay; (3) you need part-time skilled nursing care or 
physical or speech therapy; (4) you are confined to your 
home (a facility that mainly provides skilled nursing or 
rchabilitaiion services cannot be considered your 
home); (5) a cltKior prescribes home health care and sets 
up a home health plan lor you within 14 days of your 
most recent discharge from a hospital or participating 
skilled nursing facility; and (6) the home health agency 
providing services is participating in Medicare. 

When these six conditions are met, hospital insurance 

can pay the full cost of up to 100 covered home health 

visits after the start of one benefit period and before the 

start of another. * 

These 100 visits can be used for up to 12 months after 



your discharge fiom a hospital or participating skilled 
nursing facility. Th? hime health agency will submit the 
claim for your home care. You do not have to send in 
any bills yourself. The agency oan bill you only for any 
services that Medicare does not cover. 

Medical Insurance pays 

You do not need a three-day stay in a hospital for 
Medicare medical insurance to cover home health care. 
But, medical insurance can pay for home health care 
only if four conditions are met. 

All four conditions must be met. (I) you need part- 
time skilled nursing care or physical or speech therapy; 
(2) a doctor prescribes home health care and sets up a 
plan for home health care; (3) you arc confined to your 
home (a facility that mainly provides skilled nursing or 
rehabilitation services cannot be considered your 
home); and (4) the home health agency providing 
services is participating in Medicare. 

When these cc>nditions are met. medicaP insurance 
will pay the full cost of up to 100 covered home health 
visits in each calendar year - after you have met the $60 
annual medical insurance deductible. 

Medical insurance can also help pay for home health 
visits if you have used up the 100 visits covered under 
hospital insurance and need more visits. The home 
health agency will submit the medical insurance claim 
for your home health care. 

You do not have to send in any bills yourself. The 
agency can bill you only for any part of the $60 
deductible you have not yet met and for any services 
that Medicare does not cover. 

What Medicare docs not cover 

Medicare cannot pay for: Full-time nursing care at 
home; drugs and biologicals; personal comfort or 
convenience items that you request, such as a radio or 
television; meals delivered to your home; homemaker 
services. 

Homemaker services are services such as help with 
household tasks or preparing meals, shopping, 
assistance in bathing or dressing, or help in meeting 
other personal care needs. 

Medicare cannot cover homemaker serviccs^ because 
Medicare coverage is limited by law to services which 
are necessary for the diagnosis and treatment of an 
illness or injury.

Young Beach athletes 
beware of 'severs

With the advent of an increase in Virginia Beach 
, residents* awarness of physical fitness, many athletes 
are becoming injured. This article will deal with one 
particular type of injury to a particular type of athlete. 
Adolescent athletes 

Many adolescent athletes have some sort of pains, 
whether back, hip, knee or foot. This articleVill deal 
with heel pain associated with a condition known as 
"Sever's Disease" or "Calcaneal Apophysitis". 

The child usually complains of pain on the bottom, 
side or back of heel area, near the insertion of the 
Achilles tendon. He will state that pain is present while 
running, walking, or while arising in the morning. 

This is a result of an acute or chronic strain of the 
Achilles tendon on that heel bone area which has not 
fused yet. There is an inflammation of the growth center 
of the heel. 

We find this is most prevalent in active or overweight 
boys between the ages of 8 and 13. With the increased 
emphasis put on women's sports, I have found in may 
practice an increase in the amount of females with this 
problem.

Self Umiting 

Apophysitis is usually self limiting and symptoms 
subside just as quickly as they came. However, sonw 
children do not respond and treatment should be sought 
after professionally where rest, aspirin, heel raises, 
crutches, and casts might have to be implemented. 

There are many different degrees of pain associated 
with Sever's Disease. Once other disorders are ruled 
out, the cause of this condition must be treated as well 
as the symptoms. 

No permanent problems will ensue after pain is 
eliminated and deformity will not be present.

Back in 1962 when WilUun R Woodhouse was asked 
to sign over a 20-foot easement along the front ^ his 
property, he was so hai^y about getting a real street 
that he signed without a question. 

So did his neighbors Robert and Eddie Hoggvd ai 
636 and 632 Albertha Drive and one other neighbor who 
is now deceased.

Woodhouse, who Uves at 640 Albertha Drive, in the 
Little Neck area, tdd Virginia Beach City Goundl 
Monday afternoon that he didn't mind giving up the 20 
feet for a road, but he never did get the road. 

He said that a man named B.F. Wobton, who owned 
a tract of land across the paper street Albertha Drive, 
asked for the easement, sajing that he wouid give 20 
feet, too, for a street. Woodhouse and his three 
neighbors signed the easement and waited. Not too 
long. 

Woodhouse then searched out a lawyer who 
contacted Wdston only to learn that Wobton said that 
he had never had any intention oi having the road 
paved, that he just needed the easement to sell his 
proptny. 

The property was soM to several people in 1963 or 
1964. Woodhouse said, and the Albertha drive 
residents never saw or heard fitxn him again. The 
purchasers of the property. However, cannot .uild 
homes because they are not located on a paved street; 

Virginia Beach has a participtory pdicy for street 
paving.Tliat is, the property owners have to share in 
the cost of the project and the people who live on 
Albertha Drive don't have much money. 

The hopes of the residents were revived recently, 
however, by a visit from Harold Hubbard, a planter 
from the city's Community Development housing 
program. 

He lodced over the street aid listened to the stories 
of the people and then suggested they bid for their road 
at the Public Hearing of the Qtizens Advisory 
Committee for (tousing and Community Development 
Monday afternoon on projects for the sixth program 
year which begins July 1 . The city expects to receive $3 
million for the suth year which will probably be spent 
to on projects which have already been approved for 
opmmunity DevelofMnent ftmds.

Monday ^iitemoon Coundlman Reid Ervin at an 
infonnal meeting, oi Council, requested an investiga- 
tion whidi Kaiser stipulated should be contained in an 
"absohite. solid, legal brief." 

Kaiser said the investigation should Ictck into the 
licensing (tf the establishment, the enfoixement of the 
Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance and responses given 
by the city to citizens objecting to operations which are 
not only detrimental to the residents but are of 
questionable legal standing. 

Kaiser sud the League received no written response 
to two letters written to dty manager George L 
Hwabury#i.Scpt. I3,i«4 Oct,.?. oClwtJwv.. ...... 

^jnie Mini-Mait is. lpqM«d,iA.lpiiaer,^sffifiM .of^Ahe, 
V Mariner Motel which is in an H-1 Hotel zoningdiitriet. 

Ervin pointed out that the mini-mart does not meet 
the sped&ations for accessory uses and structures 
spelled out in the city's zoning ordinaiKe whidi 
lequires that tlwre "shaU be no e^ence of the 
existence of sudi establishments from outside the 
property line. The mini-mart has access on both streets. 
Ordinaace reqnhcmeat 

The ordinance also requires that the accessory uses 
should be clearly incidental and subordinate to the 
principal uses and stnunures and that there be no 
evideiMe of the existence of such establishments from 
outtide the zoning lot. 

Kaiser said that the League had originally been tdd 
by the dty that the establishment was permitted under 
a grandfiuher clause. Itowever, the Mariner first 
aM)lied for a retail license in 197S after the CZO was 
adopted in 1973. ^ . - . 

The mini-mart acquired a lease in 1977 when it first 
appUed fo»an ABCUcense. Kaiser said this was turned 
down under virtually the same conditions that a second 
appUcaUon was approved in December when Virgmia 
State Delegate Thomas Moss represented the Mmi- 

Kaiser said the permit was turned down at the first 
hearing because it faited to qualify as a convenience 
store because it did not have the required 1000 square 
feet of space or as a grocery store under ABC 

regulations. 

December approval 

The application was approved in December by 
considering the mini-man as a grocery store. 

Residents in opposition to the appUcation submitted 
a petition with 126 signatures and detaUed testimony to 

no avail, he said. ; 

TTie letters to whidi Kaiser said the league received 
no written replies, concerned a request to Ym^t aty 
review operations of TTie Mariner as a whole (Sept. ^3) 
and an examination <rf the League's objections to the 
ABC Ifcense (Oct. 9). ^ "u. 

The Mariner had requested a variance from the 
zontag ordinance to permit rebuilding but the 
application was denied.

A few weeks ago a Story came across one of the wire 
services, dateline Washington, saying the U.S. Djstrict 
Judge Gerhart Gcsell had ordered "concise 
explanations" to identify "principal grape types" and 
other data on wine labels. 

Three consumers had filed suit challenging 1978 
regulations handed down by the Treasury Department's 
Bureau fo Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, One k^ 
ingredient of diat ruling raised the minimum varietal 
content of varietal wines froip 51 to 75 percent as of 
Jan. 1,1983. 

It was a rule that both the BATF and the wine 
mdustry agreed to, and it came after more than four 
years of public hearings — hearings that produced 24 
volunaes of testiny)ny. And with a background of 44 
years regulation of die wine industry, BATF felt certain 
the rules'* would suit everyone — wine maker, 
government and consumer. 

The three who challenged the regulations clauned that 
by permitting "only" 75 percent minimum varietal 
varietal content wine makers could do up to 25 percent 
"undisclosed blending," which was misleading to the 
consumer. 

The wire story indicated that four years of hearings 
are out the window in a 90-minutc presentation to a 
judge, and one industry source said a number of wine 
makers are irate that Gesell would^ignore the last four 
years of hearings. 

However, the wire story may have been a bit off base. 
Lawyers for die wine industry understand the judge's 
order to mean that if a wine is made up of at least 75 
percent of the grape named on the label, and if the label 
says something like, "At least 75 percent of the wine in 
this bottle is made from the grape named," the BATF 
woidd approve it. 

Louis Martini, interviewed about the latest turn of 
events, said one interpretation of the judge's order is 
that the wine could list on the lable all the grape varieties 
used, i.e., "This Cabernet Sauvignon is made from 77 
percent Cabernet Sauvignon, 20 percent Merlot and 3 
percent Cabernet Franc." Presumably this would 
satisfy the three consumers who filed suit. 

However, Martini said such a ruling is hard to accept: 
"My objection to that solution is that once you're up to 
75 percent with the major varietal, the other grapes used 
in a particular wine are only one of many factors that 
make up the wine. 

"I think the judge may have understood a varietal 
wtttt as tht'slmpre squ«serings of agrapejUut there's 
iBBitfwit ihwtnit'rnftiWiBw^ib'^artfWflWiR^ 

that go into what a wine finally is — things such as the 
length and temperature of fermentation, the skin 
contact time, how long and in what you age the wine. I 
don't see how this one single fact — the other grapes in 
the botde — is any more meaningful to the consumer 
dian, for example, die oak treatment. 

"Also, blending is not an insidious thing. It is done to 
improve quality, not to fool the consumer. ' ' 

Martini has long named a number of his wines 
"California" rather than designate them as coming 
from Napa or Sonoma, simply because his grapes come 
from both counties. 

"I make better wine by patting grapes from both 
areas together," he says, an indication that quality is 
more important to him Uian in the name on the label. 

Unfortunately for Martini, however, the 75 percent 
minimum content that will be mandatory (presumably) 
by 1983 could force Martini to make a lesser wine. 
Here's why: 



\ 6ne of the finest wines Martini makes year after year 
is his Barbera. The wine is very rich and robust, a 
perfect accompaniment to Italian food, and AM^* 

handsomely. 

For years Martini has made his Barbera by a judicious 
blending bf not more than 60 percent Barbera grapes 
and a number of other undisclosed grapes. The secret to 
Martini's success in Barbera is die blend, and he's not 
about to list the grapes by percentage on the label and 
give away to his competitors just how the wine is 

blended. 

On the odier hand, for him to make a Barbera, and 
caU it Barbera, starting in 1983 he'll be forced to use at 
least 75 percent Barbera grapes, 15 percent more than he 
now uses to make a hugely successful wine. 

I - 

•1 think we can go to 75 percent by then and not upset 
the blend that much," be said. 

He said he hoped that before then a firm rule is 
handed down that would permit him to simply state that 
die wine had 75 percent Barbera "rather than disclose 
the other varieties," and for that reason he's hoping 
BATF fights this recent ruling by Gesell. 

The California Wine Institute in San Francisco is 
hoping, too, that BATF fights this latest ruling, "and if 
Uiey appeal we would file an amicus brief with the 
court," said a spokesman for the institute. "And f 
BATF doesn't appeal, we still may ask for standing."

Virginia Beach residents who are working at more 
than one job should make sure they are getting fiill 
credit in terms of social security protection. 

A second job not o(ily means extra money now, but it 
can bring additional income later when you might need 
it even more. 

Based on annual covered earnings 

Because the amount of your m(^thly social security 
checks are based on your annual covered earnings over 
the years, higher earnings now can mean higher 
benefits later when you retire. The higher benefit 
amount also wcaild be payable to you and your family if 
you become disabled^cH* to your survivors if you should 
die. 

To give you an example, the average wage earner 

' who retired in 1979 at age 65 gets a monthly benefit of 

approximately $420. The benefit for the worker who ha? 

always earned the maximum amount covered by sddal 

security would be $553. 

If you already earn the maximum covered by social 
security, earnings on a second job wouldn't change 
your benefit. But if you don't earn that much in your 
primary job, here are some facts that can help you get 
the most social security protection from additional 
work: . "^ ' 

In most jobs, the employer automatically deducts the 
social security tax and reports the wages to IRS. 
However, if your part-time job is in the service trades or 
some type of self-employment, there are different 
reporting procedures. 

If you work as a waitress, cabdriver, or some other 
job where you get tips, you must report your cash tips 
to your employer to get social security credit. Your cash 
tips count for sodal security if they add up to $^ or 
more in a month from one employer. 

Written report to employer 

You should give your employer a written report of 
your cash tips within 10 days after the end of the month

in which you receive the lips, or more often If the 
employer chooses. You can get Form 4070 (Employees 
Report of Tips) at any Internal Revenue Office, or you 
can use some other form as long as it contains the same 
information as the Form 4070. 

Your employer will collect from you your share of the 
social security tax due on the tips you report. He or she 
may either deduct the amount from your regular wages 
or have you pay it separately. Your employer is no< 
permitted, however, to withdd either income taxes or 
social security contributions from tips that are being 
held for you. 

For 1979 and 1980, the empl(^ee tax rate is 6.13 
percent. Tite employer pays an equal amount. The 
maximum amount of earnings subject to social security 
tax is $22,900 for 1979 and $25,900 for 1980. 

If your second job is working in your own business, 
your net earnings from self-employment count for 
sodal security if they are $4(X) or more for the year. 
Barbers, beauticians, some salespersons, and a variety 
of other service occupations qualify as self-employ- 
ment. Self-employed people pay a sodal security tax 
rate of 8. 10 percent. ^ 

Self-employed people pay the social security tax 
when they file their Federal tax return. 

Wages from your regular job count first towards 
social security. If your wages total less than $22,900 in 
1979 or $25,900 in 1980— the maximum taxable by 
sodal security— you pay the self-employment contribu- 
tion only on the difference between the amount of your 
wages and the maximum covered by social security. 

If the social security tax is automatically deducted 
from your pay in your part-time job, you may end up 
paying taxes on more than the maximum amount 
taxable. If this happens, you can apply for a refiind of 
the excess tax when you file your fecferal tax return for 
the year. 

To find out if you paid too much in social security tax 
in 1979, add the social security tax withheld by all your 
employers as shown on your W-2 forms. Then subtract 
$1,403.77, the maximum social security tax for 1979. 
Ihe balance is the amount oX excess tax you can claim 
on your Federal tax return.

Borrow pits may 
be redefined

John A, Baum, Virginia Bwwh City Council'^ pundit 
on drainage, soil conditions and the like, said that he 
"used to think I knew what a t^^rrow pit was but after 
' reading a legal definition I don't know." 

No wonder! According to a dty ordinaiK«, a 
retention pond is not nece»arily a borrow lat lUthQugh 
it is excavated and the product is sold as fill, just like 
any borrow pit operation. 

The difference is not in the overall resulu, but in 
whether the operator has to get a use permit for a 
borrow pit. 

The que^sliotT came up in connection with 
construction in the Red Mill Farm subdivision whwe the 
drainage plan calls for the establishAeiat of a "retantion 
pond." 

The excavation will produce over a million cubic 
yards of fill which the landowner is selling as excess 
excavated outerial. He has a land disturbing pomit for 
the drainage plan. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury said that when he 
heard that the fill was being said, he considered the 
operation a commerdal borrow pit which should have a 
use permit just like every other pit from which fill is 
sold. He issued a stop order until the permit could be 
issued. 

The owner, Lakeside Construction Company, Inc., 
maintained it was not in violation. 

City Attorney Dale Bimson a^eed that there indeed 
was a loophole in the law and that because the retention 
pond was incidental to work of the subdivision it was 
exempted from the borrow pit ordinance. 

The Code provides that an excavation permit shall 
not apply to any excavation necessarily incident to other 
work for which a permit is required and where the 
details of the proposed excavation are an essential part 
of the application for such permit. 

Hanbury said that Lakeside has agreed to pay all 
taxes and fees which would be paid under a normal 
borrow pit operation. 

Eric Anderson, vice president of Lakeside, told 
Council at the open Council sesaon that "at no time 
were we trying to circumvent the borrow pit 
ordinance." 
■ Council, however, continued until Feb. 11 a 
resolution on terms of the settlement between the dty 
and Lakeside until some of the language is chataged. 
Councihnfui J. Curtis Payne Jr. said that the ordinance 
was not in the best form. 

Councilman Reid Ervin suggested that the language 
in the resolution be in line with the language m the code 
section covering borrow pits. 

Coundl also directed the drawing of a new ordinance 
which would be more ludd and Baum wanted to see 
included a definition of a borrow irit. 

A stop-woft order also will m« be issued during the 
period before Feb. 1 1 . 

Coundl members didn't seem to object to a borrow 
pit opera^on as such, but Hanbury explained that in 
fairness to other bcMTOw pit opoators who may be 
in competition with Lakeside, the company should have 
to go through the same procedures and pay the same 
fees. The dty recdves 6H cents per cubic yard of fill 
material sold. vT 

Hanbury said that he has asked Planning I^ector 
Robert Scott to work with Bimso on an ordinance which 
will stipulate that when an excavator bc^ns selling fill 
material the pit becomes a commerdal operation and 
requires a use permit, 

Ervin said that he didn't think the ordinance was 
intended to be interpreted in this way. "We're making 
an exception for one man. ' ' 

Payne said he assumed operating a borrow pit 
without a permit had been done before. He learned 
about the Lakeside operation from a competitor. 

The ordinance was inteded to stop illegal activitiy, 
Ervin said. 

Baum said that lawyers "need to be instructed so that 
they know about conservation matters so that when4hey 
write (ordinances) people will understand."

ATirginia Beach residents have learned that anglers 
fishing in the 1979 Virginia Salt Water Fishing 
Tournament earned 3,675 citatiois for outstanding 
catches in the seven-month craitest which closed Nov. 

40. 

Twimament contestants set Virginia records lot gray 
trout, sea bass, croaker, and shark. 

The cdOTftil citations are awarded to knglers who 
enter catches meeting the minimum weight require- 
ments for 22 eligible species . TTie citatirais are mounted 
(XI plaques and preserved under a coat of clear plastic. 

Special release citatiais are awarded fw releasing 
any size tarpai, sailfish, blue marlin, or white marlin. 

Final tabulaticms show that the gray trout, white 
marlin, and spot were the most abundant citation-size 
fish. They accounted fw 1,907 citations, more than half 
the total. Gray trout lead all species with 923 entries 
meeting ex beating the citatirai miniumu. 

White marlin were second with 497 entries iricluding 
139 meeting <x beating the 50-pound minimuni, plus 
358 released to fight again. 

Spot Is number one 
'The small but tasty spot, Virginia's No. 1 panfish, 
was third with 487 entries. The later carried a 16-ounce 
minimum. 

The 923 gray trout meeting the 11 -pound minimum 
was a record. This is 650 more than registered in 1976 
when the citation minimum was raised fran nine to 11 
pounds. T(vping the list was a state record 17-poundcr 
boated at the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel by Frank 
Harrell of Norfdk. Two other gray trout surpassed the 
did record of 15 poonds, 15 Ou^s, pps^^ 1976. 

Also, a record number of croakei^ was registered in 
the '79 tournament, with 236 meeting the four-pound 
minimum. Included were seven larger than the 
previous record five-pound, cme-ounce fish caught in 
1963. The new state recwd croaker weighed five 
pounds, nine (Minces and was caught by Mas(xi E. 
Logan of Poquoson, fishing at Thimble Shoals. One of 
the Tournament's original species, the croaker was 
dropped in 1971 because of lack of entries. However, 
the species has staged a str(mg comeback since 1975. 

Joe Mizelle of Coinjock, N.C., increased the state 
record for sea bass to eight-pounds, eight-ounces with a 
fish taken off Virginia Beach. Tlie (^d mark, 
seven-po^mds, nine-ounces, was set in 1977.

Tax brackets? 

If you are a VTirginia Beach resident and thought you 
were lucky because your 1979 income ktpl pace with 
inflatiai, you may feel less fortunate alaa$ about now, 
as you consider the effect of that added income «v your 
tax bracket. ^ 

Finding yourself in, say the 40 percent l»-acket for the 
first time might give you nightmares thoat the tax 
collector taking 40 percent of that hard-earned salary, 
but that is not the way it works. 

Suchjexaggerated fears, says the Virgihia Society of 
Certified Public Accountants, probably result from 
widespread misunderstanding of our progressive tax 
system. The system attempts to link tax rates to the 
ability to pay, but it is not nearly as confiscatory as "40 
percent bracket" might suggest. 

Tttbracketifear 

In fact, says the CPA society, there is so much 
confusion about the meaning of "tax brackets" that tax 
practitioners have begun using instead the term 
"marginal tax brackets" to indicate that your bracket 
affects only the leading edge — the last few hundred j 
dollars or so, the mai^in — ot your income. The rest of 
what you make is either taxed at a lower rate or not 
taxed at all. 

The CPA society says taxes have been rising ftster 
than real incomes because they reflect pay increases 
that are largely illusory, thante to inflation, but that is 
not the result of weakness in the tax system itself.) 

Most of us have not just one but many tax brackets, 
each affecting a different level of income. Ihe first 
$2300 of taxable income (after exemptions) for a single 
taxpayer, is in the zero bracket — no ti(u at all. (That's 
why what was formeHy known as the standard 
deduction is now called the zero bracket amount.) Even 
if you make millions, your fint $2300 still is untaxed. 

bicome over $2300 is taxed at 14 pe^nt until it 
reaches $3400, when the rate climbs to 16 percent. At 
$4400 it rises to 18 percent and keeps on going up like 
that until, when taxable income passes $28,800, you 
begin paying over 40 percent — but on just a small part 
of your income. 

I£ that's all tax bracket means, why is so much said 
and written about it? Because, the CPA society 
explains, the Highest tax rate one pays applies to the 
last dollar of income, as well as to the last deduction or 
adjustment, and that's where the most important actioq 
is for a person preparing a tax return. 

Dn't overtook 

If you are in the 40 percent bracket, for example, a 
nearly-overlooked $10 deduction can put $4 in your 
pocket. Fifty dollars (rf income that can be reclassified 
from taxable to non-taxable is worth $20 in cash. A 
$1000 exemption is good for nearly $400 in cash. 

Similarly, tacking on a final bonus, commission, 
dividend or other item of taxable income can mean 
ringing up 40 cents of taxes for every dollar of earnings . 
Out on the margin, the stakes are high. 

Which is a good reason, the CPA organization 
suggests, for doing a thorough job (tf checking financial 
records for the year to be sure you (kn't overlook a 
transaction ft^om whldi your Qa advisors might be able 
to realize a substantial tax savings.

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A $22,760,000 high school recreation complex in the 
Great Neck area has met with lukewarm response frort 
Virginia Beach City council members. 

"We weren't going to build the recreation center 
anytime soon," pointed out vice Mayor J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. "I want the school but don't particularly 
want- the r«:k center. ' ' 

Coundhnan Dr. Clarence A. Holland, who 
repraents the area where the complex would be located, 
said that he would rather see a recreation center closer 
to the centw of population in the northern end of the 
BMch. 

He said that he was in favor of getting as many 
recreation centers as the city can "when we could afford 
them," but that a center serving the northern part of the 
dty should be closer to Virginia Beach Boulevard. 

City Manager George L. Hanbury told Coundl at an 
informal' session Monday evening that combining the 
center and /high school would save "millions of 
dollars". 

Monbers of the School Board met with Coundl to 
hear a presentation of the concept by Etonal dRiddick, 
architKt with McGiughy, Marshall and McMmillian, 
the firm which, with Krummell and Jackson, has been 
mgaged to design a new high school which will replace 
Cox High School. 

The cost of the high school alone will be $16 million, 
$4 ihillion greater than the cost of the comparable Great 
Run High School. Hanbury said he was surprised over 
the inflated cost in the few years since the Green Run 
School was built. Hie School Board, he said, has been 
l^anning on $12 million per high school. The Board will 
have to re-evaluate their priorities, Hanbury said, in 
light of the escalated a»ts. 

.^.Council asked for more time to consider the 
proposition. Riddick said that he would have to 
determine how long the plans can be delayed without 
delaying the 1983 school opening date of 1983. 

Superintendent of »:hools E.E. Brickell said, "We 
need the school and had been counting on operating it in 
IM2." The plans have aheady been delayed one year." 
Coundhnan John A. Baum said, "My reaction is 
favorable. It's on dty-owned land, on a waterfront..." 

Preliminary plans show the school and r^reation 
center connected by a theater on a 120-acre site on Great 
Neck Road. The recreation center is a one story building 
with a gym, gymnastics room, locker rooms, racquet 
ball and the usual youth and adult and arts and crafts 
areas and an eight-landi SO-meter swimming pool. The 
high school will be a two-story structure to save energy 
by cutting the roof area. 

The outside areas will include a boat ramp, 16 tennis 
courts and basketball, softball. soccer, and Ucrosse 
playing fields as well as a one-mile joggii]^ and bicyde 
^.' ^ 

Riddick said that he was surprised over the estimated 
cost of the school which will have about the same 
capabilities as the Green Run School. The additional 
cost is due to inflation. 

By combining the two structures, Riddick said the dty 
can save $1 ,020,000 in capital cost and $33,000 annually 
maintmancx cost. 
By building a theater which can be used by both the 



school and the community the city can save $62,000, 
Riddick said. The theater would have an outside 
entrance. 

Since the peak hours for the facilities would be 
different, parking can be shared for a savings of 200 
spaces or $150,000, Riddick said, the remaining savings 
would accrue ftom single heating, air conditioning, 
electrical and plumbing systems. 

Annual savings would mult from enorgy and 
mamt«iance cmts by having less exterior surfaM and 
swapping of energy between the two facilities during 
peak periods, and the elimination of at least one 
maintraance employee. 

Hie dty owns the 120-acre site and 10 acres across the 
road which could be utili»d later, Riddick said, for 
football stadhun jmrking. 

Also in the plans are picnic areas, especiidly in the 
wooded areas. Riddick said the trMs ^^are 
"magnificoit". The couiplet, he said would be 
unequaled in Hdewater and probably in Virginia. 

The center would contain 100.000 square feet and the 
school and theata* would occupy another 243,000 
square feet. 

Hanbury said that the Capital Improvement Plan 
(CIP) includes a school and recreation center. He said 
he had yet to hear "an^ne say they don't want one 
(recreation coito')." He said that the centen in 
Kempsville and Bow (i^k have been successful. The 
Parks and Recreation officials would control activities 
in the recreation center and the school would control 
scheduling in the theater. 

If the plan were acMpted, but only the school is built 
at first Coundhnan J. Curtis Payne Jr. wanted to know 
whether the savinp would be the same. 

Riddick said that "any time ymi stagger construction 
and have two contractors the <x>st will be more," that 
there would still be some savinp, but not of the same 
magnitude. 

Hanbury said that the dedsion was Council's but that 
"every organization I,'ve been to wants t(f know whoi 
we'll have a center like the one in Kempsville." 

Holland said that he didn't think of the theater as a 
savings because he didn't think the recreation center 
would have a theater. 

Hanbury said that the reason for choosing this 
particular location was that it was the last undevdoped 
nu^or area in the vicinity, that is was owned by the dty 
and that 25 or 30 acres needed for a recreation center 
dsewhere would be expensive. The only alternate sites, 
he said he would recommend for a recreation center 
were Bayville Farms Park or Great Neck Park. The 120- 
acre site is on a six-huM divided highway and on a mt^m 
bike trail. 

He said he had not planned to recommend any^ 
recreation center at all this yeaf , but that the plans were 
in the CU*. "I don't know of anything you have done," 
he said that has recdved so much approval from the 
dtizens as the recreation centers. 

McCoy said that recreation is popular in the dty 
because of the young population. « 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing said CouQcil was not 
prepared to give a go-ahead on the project "tonight," 
and wanted to know when Coundl had to make the 
decision.

Also you 
might want to test your motor and trailer just in case 
there are s<»ne repairs that need making that you might 
not have caught in the fall. At least you will have thiu 
much done when the fish start biting, and you won't 
have to worry about the extra expense right when you 
are ready to go. 

If you have a boat that has an inboard engine and you 
leave it in the water year round you have probably 
experienced starter trouble when you are getting her 
ready for the season. One of the best ways to save a 
starter that i^ located in the bilge is to either remove it 
before storage or put a light bulb beside it. This will 
keep it dry and cut down on the rust and ccn-rossion. I 
use to have to replace mine every year until I tried this 
little trick and now this starter is on its third seasoi. 

If you have any tips on mid winter upkeep or early 
preparaticm of equipment for the forthcoming fishing 
season, give me a call or drop a line.

According to Rear Ad- 
miral Bernie Ibompson, 
Chief of the Coast Guard 
Office of Boating Safety, 
the Coast Guard is estab- 
lishing the regulations af- 
ter receiving extensive 
public comment and con- 
sulting with the l^tional 
Boating Safety Advisory 
Council. 

The council is made up 
of state boating law ad- 
ministrators, boat manu- 
facturers and representa- 
tives of boating organiza- 
tions and the general pub- 
Uc. 

Tbe Federal Boat Safety 
Act of 1971 established 
the council to advise the 
Coast Guard on safe boat- 
ing issues.

To its residents, "S^tack is the Garden spot of 
Virginia Beach and we intend to keep it that way," 
Rosalie Norman of 10 N. Birdneck Road told Virginia 
Beach City CounM Monday evening. 

In angry opposition to a rezoning request which 
would change a 4.S48-acre parcel from R-S Residential 
District to I-I Industrial District on Birdneck Road 
south of Beautiful SMtA, Mrs. Norman said, "It seem^ 
anything distasteful is right for Seatack." Changing the 
zoning would be like the Japs invading PmtI Harbor, 
she said. "We no long sing, 'We shall overcome', but 
the Battle Hymn of the Republic. 

Rachel M. and Lawrence Kurtz had requested the 
rezoning to have uniform zoning on ail their property. 
They own adjoining Industrial-zoned property. They 
also said this was the only access they had to the 
indnstrial property. 

An attempt by Council Donald Merrick to rezone the 
property in the black community to B-2 Business 
District, vyhich he though would be less objectionable to 
the people, failed by a vote of 6-4 befofe Council denied 
the petition by a vote of 9-1 with Merrick dissenting. 
Councilman Reid Ervin was absent. Voting for the 
business zoning with Merrick were Clarence A. 
Holland, George R. Ferrell and J. Curtis Payne Jr. 

Lt. Comdr. Sam Jackson supported the petition 
becau'^e the property is in the high noise and low 
accident potential zone of the Naval Air Station at 
Oceana. • 

Calvin Spain, representing the applicant, said that 
there was no way the property could be developed as 
residential because FHA and VA financing would not 
be extending to areas classifi^ in high noise and 
accident potential zones. 

Sam Houston, who is on the Community 
Development Advisory Committee, said that water and 
sewer are being brought to the area with federal funds to 
improve a blighted area. He said he had the same noise 
over his home and did not mind it. He also pointed out 
that the property owner had no plan, "Just 
generalities," and that the site for a city recreation 
center is just across the road. "This is no industrial 
area," he said. "With developers coming up from 
Rudee Inlet, Birdneck will become a nice residential 
neighborlbood," hesaid. 

Spain said that it was "not realistic to believe yguke 
going to have residential with conventional financing" 
in the area. 

Councilman John A. Baum said he was cbhcern^i 
tl^it although Ocdina has doubts its operations since 
World War II, the Navy has not acquired sufficient land 
rights.
